WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate cleared the way Thurs- 
day for the main civil rights 
battle of 1964 by refusing to 
send the explosive measure to 
the Judiciary Committee for 10 
days. . 


The 50-34 vote came a few 


hours after a 67-17 decision to 
take up the bill, a motion which 
had been debated for 15 days, 
with Southern foes of the legis- 
lation doing most of the talk- 
ing. 
These 
results 
heartened 


civil rights advocates although 
both were mere preliminaries 
to the big debate starting Mon- 
day. 


The showdown vote was on a 


motion by Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., to table or 
kill a motion by Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore., to send the bill 
to the Southern-dominated Judi- 
ciary Committee. 


It was a major victory for ad- 


ministration leaders and the bi- 
partisan group supporting the 
bill.

South, the declarer in today's 
hand, into a false sense of se- 
curity. The four heart contract 
was eminently sound, and both 
North and South had something 
in reserve for their calls. 


West opened 
the eight of 


spades and East's queen was 
taken 
by declarer's ace. A 


trump was led to the queen 
and, 
when East showed out, 


South hastened to reenter his 
hand with a diamond in order 
to take the proven heart finesse 
against West's ten. The king 
of hearts was cashed but, when 
declarer tried to cross back 
with another diamond so that 
he might complete the drawing 
of (rump, West administered a 
jolt by ruffing with the seven 
of hearts. 


A question now • arose con- 


cerning how best to put East 
in for another diamond ruff. 
West toyed with the idea of 
underloading the king-jack of 
spades in the hope that partner 
had the ten, but he finally de- 
cided to return a club. If East 
had the king of clubs, as ap- 
peared likely since South had 
already shown up with so much 
strength in the other three suits, 
then the club shift would be 
much safer. 


South had no recourse but 


to play low from dummy, and 
East won the trick with t h e 
king of clubs and led back a 
diamond enabling West to score 
with the ten of hearts. 
He 


cashed the king of spades for 
the setting trick. 


Declarer's carelessness was 


no doubt brought on by t h e 
wealth of playing material at 
his command for, after the bad 
trump break was revealed, he 
still had 10 top tricks avail- 
able. The uneven split in hearts 
should have alerted him to the 
possibility that West might be 
short in another suit. 


The luxury of bringing in the 


entire trump suit should have 
been foregone in the interests 
of safety. South must content 
himself with cashing his four 
high hearts and then begin to 
run the diamond suit. 
West 


may 
ruff in with the ten of 


trumps whenever he wishes, 
but there is no way to prevent 
the declarer from taking eight 
tricks in the red suits plus the 
two-black aces.

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Backing Up 
The Currency 


In 1961 the Kennedy administration was 


forced to abandon a move to repeal the 25 per 
cent gold reserve requirement for backing U. S. 
currency and Federal Reserve credit. An em- 
barrassing fight in Congress to preserve this 
remaining symbol of the old gold standard was 
thus averted. 


The 25 per cent rule has been used chiefly 


as a ceiling against unrestricted expansion of the 
nation's money supply. The rule has now become 
"an active issue again, with the majority of the 
liberal-dominated Joint Economic Committee of 
Congress calling for its repeal. Liberals on the 
committee say the law ties up to much of the 
gold supply which should be readily available 
to defend the dollar in world money markets. 


About $12.5 billion of the shrinking U. S. 


gold supply, currently at $15.5 billion, is thus 
encumbered. This leaves $3 billion in "free" 
gold available to foreign banks wishing to ex- 
change their surplus dollars for gold. 


The majority recommendation is contained 


in a committee report which otherwise is unani- 
mous in blaming other Western industrialized 
nations for most of Washington's troubles with 
the payments balance. On the gold rule, how- 
ever, the conservative minority held that repeal- 
ing the requirement now could be interpreted 
as a sign of weakness in a fight to reverse the 
gold flow. 


There is much to be said in favor of pre- 


serving the gold-backing rule. But, with the 
nation's gold stock largely dissipated, it might 
be meaningless should it ever stand in the way 
of protecting the dollar against onslaught by 
foreign speculators.

A Long Row Of High Hurdles For Mr. Nixon

The Ad Hoc Proposal

Lyndon Johnson has all the luck. Just when the 


Republicans think they have him in a corner because 
of some of the more impractical anti-poverty ideas of 
his official family, such as Secretary of Labor Wirlz's 
proposal to take demons.trably non-university type boys 
and girls off the work rolls by sending them to college 
at government expense anyway, a group calling itself 
the Ad Hoc Committee on {he Triple Revolution meets 
to recommend that everybody in the country be guaran- 
teed an adequate annual income whether he works or 
not. 


The effect of this sort of thing is to make even the 


wildest notions of the Wirtzes seem middle-of-the-road 
stuff. 


The Ad Hoc Committee considers that in the 


coming age of automation, the "traditional link" 
between jobs and income must be broken. Dr. Gunnar 
Myrdal, the Swedish economist and sociologist, is one 
important backer of the Ad Hoc-ers' program; Harvard 
professor H. Stuart Hughes, the grandson of Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes, is another. Big names, 
these, to-be coming up at this date with a proposal for 
financing everybody that- makes the Townsend Plan and 
Major Douglas's "social credit" plan of the Nineteen 
Thirties seem b'ke piker stuff of the extreme Right. 


The Ad Hoc-ers didn't define "adequate," but 


it is known that the rack-bottom figure for "ade- 
quacy" which many of them insist upon is $3,000 
per year per average family. Assuming that men 
with bigger families would get more, and single 
people less, 
the average government payment 


needed to take care of the 4,100,000 unemployed at 
$3,000 per year would come to something like $12 
billion a year. 


Since consumption can only be paid for out of 


produotion, this would mean that the 53,000,000 people 
who are currently on payrolls would have to dig into 
their own pockets for the S12 billion needed to give the 
unemployed access to the products of industry. This 
is the underlying reality which links jobs and income 
no matter what any theorist may say to the contrary. 
The government could temporarily hide the "link" 
between the unemployed consumer and the employed 
producer by an inflationary issue of money. But prices 
would inevitably rise unless . . . 


Ah, there's the rub. To put the Ad Hoc program 


into effect, the government would have to reinstitute 
price control and wage control. In brief, we would 
have to do what Hitler did in the Nineteen Thirties 
and Washington did during the war. Tie everybody 
and everything in industry to a permanent OPA. 


We would have to do even more. For who would 


be willing to work for sixty dollars a week if he could 
have the equivalent from the Ad Hoc-ers' government 
for doing nothing? Even those making more would 
quit if the Ad Hoc unemployment payments were to 
be left untaxed. 


No society coiild put up with this sort of thing, 


of course. 
The next step would be to compel 


people to accept work in order lo justify their 
guaranteed annual income. This is the reality of 
life in Soviet Russia today. Compulsory work books 
for everybody. No work, no eat. 


Well, do you like the prospect? If you don't, you 


had better form an Ad Hoc Committee on the Quad- 
ruple Revolution to combat the propaganda of the Ad 
Hoc Committee on the Triple Revolution. 
Otherwise 


you'll be in hock to the Ad Hoc-ers—or Ad Hockers. 


What the Ad Hock Triple Thinkers can't get through 


their heads is that any government relief that is given 
the status of a "right" automatically becomes a 
primary charge on production that must be paid for 
ahead of such minor considerations as maintenance, 
reinvestment and expansion. Industry—which is you 
and me or anyone else who works for a living—can 
and should be willing to take care of hardship cases. 
But beyond that? Must the employed be compelled, by 
law, the bail out the ocean? 


Come to think of it, why am I writing this column 


anyway? 
I could live marvelously well on $3,000 a 


year in Spain or Mexico 
Assuming they would still 


let me have a passport.

WASHINGTON — Politicians 


have a parrot-like habit of repeat- 
ing to one another, always in 
wonderfully knowing tones, the 
fashionable dictum of the mo- 
ment.

port the announced candidates on 
the first round. 


In this effort, the -former Vice

beginning' to 
doubt 


whether their hero has got it in 
the bag after all. Nixon is fur- 
ther trying to increase his ap- 
peal 
to the

Adoption of this line could in- 


deed make Nixon the heir of 
Goldwater in a good many South- 
ern states, although Goldwater 
himself has no use whatever for 
the former Vice President.

FIRST PRIMARY — As con-

the individual must take thyroid 
ex-tract thereafter to make up for 
the loss of the gland. Iodine may 
reduce the size of the organ, pro- 
vided it is prescribed as soon as 
the swelling is noted. It is of 
little value after the goiter has 
been present for years. 


The continuous use of thyroid 


extract may be useful in decreas- 
ing the size of the goiter when 
the condition has existed for some 
time. Dr. Bennett W. Billow of 
New York City recently reported 
gradual shrinkage of the gland in 
324 out of 1JW patients who took 
thyroid extract daily for a long 
time. Most of the failures, had 
used the drug for only a short 
period. We can expect to hear 
more about the success of this 
remedy in years to come.
